The Clerk of the County Court oil«a\ dv 
AichoJas county issued 121 marriage \ Hu 
iiceuses during the year 1900. \ trorn 
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Mory indulged in some loud talk, where¬ 
upon Mrs. Young appeared and pre¬ 
sented a revolver to the head of Mory 
and told him to “ quit chewing.” Mory 
quieted down and began eating his din¬ 
ner. After a short interval, Mory, 
whose mind seemed to be dwelling on 
the pistol incident, said : “ Lady, you 
held a pistol at my head, something that 
has never been done before and some¬ 
thing I don’t want you to do again.” 
At the renewal of hostilities in this 
manner both rose from the table and 
John Taylor, the negro waiter, rushed 
in and seized the man and thrust him 
into the corner of the room. While 
they were struggling together Mrs. 
Young shot and killed Mory, the ball 
passing entirely through his body, en¬ 
tering Just below the fifth rib. 

An inquest was held over the dead 
body and Mrs. Young and Taylor were 
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Jbbomk ICet.t.ison, who has been a 
fugitive from justice since 1899, was 
captured Monday, the 6th inst., at 
Bridgeport, Harrison county, this State, 
and has been lodged in jail at Marlin- 
ton, Pocahontas county. The crime 
for which he is held is the murder of 
Mrs Julia Ann Simmons, of Pocahon¬ 
tas county, September, 1899. He went 
to her house one eyening with a com¬ 
panion and raised a disturbance. Mrs. 
Simmons, a very respectable woman, 
was expostulating with him, trying to 
get him to go away and not swear and 
blackguard in the presence of her daugh¬ 
ters. when he shot her through the heart,
